RUSSIANS IN FRANCE. 


Rome Paper States a Total of a 
Transferred. 

IE ATLANTIC CABILZ AND A. 71 
ROME, Sept. 8 (via London.)—Ac- 
cording to the Rome Tribuna there 
is in France today a ‘total of 250,000 
Russian troops. This newspaper at- 
tributes Emperor William’s presence 
at Metz to this concentration of the 
Russians. 


The steamer Mauretania, which 
reached New Yor September 3, 
brought the first rep to this coun- 
try of an extensive landing of Russian 
troops at French ports. The strict 
British censorship prevented the 
transmission of this intelligence by 
cable, and for this reason the news 
had to come by word of mouth and 
by mail. Letters from London dated 
August 27 corroborated the reports of 
the Mauretania passengers. From 
these sources it was gathered that 
England had placed more than 80,000 
Russian troops in France by means 
of transports sent north of the Scan- 
dinavian peninsula to Archangel, 
where the Russians embarked. The 
movement was surrounded with the 
greatest secrecy. According to one 
version, the Russians were landed 
from the transports direct at Belgian 
or French ports. Another said that 
they had disembarked at Aberdeen. 
Scotland, thence taken on special 
trains across England, and later con- 
veyed by ship to Ostend.

REDDING, Sept. 8.—Lassen Peak 
broke forth today in a series of erup- 
tions, the third of which was an awe- 
some specetacie far overtopping in 7 2 P 
magnitude and splendor any previous 


manifestations. Observers who have 
watched the mountain closely since it 
first woke to new volcanic life on May 
30 estimated that the last eruption 
trebly exceeded in volume any of the 
others. 

In the facé of a stiff gale, a dense 

black column of vapor, vastly greater 
in diameter than any others seen, rose 
slowly and solidly upward to a height 
of 10,000 feet before it began to 
spread and bend. In twenty minutes 
the pillar had reached its full height 
and it began to expand into the shape 
of a gigantic caulifower, swaying on 
a limp stalk. Great billows of inky 
smoke rolled about the capitol of the 
ascending column as it reared its 
head. The spreading cloud blanketed 
all the north slope of the mountain. 
„ Against a brilliantly blue sky on a 
perfect day, the display was visible 
from one end of the upper Sacra- 
mento Valley to the other. The in- 
creased diameter of the outpouring 
indicates that the crater has been 
greatly enlarged. The pillar seemed 
thick enough to fill completely the 
prehistoric crater, which hag been 
separated from the new vent by a 
comparatively thin wall. Indications 
today were that this wall had been 
blown out, as has been expected for 
some time. No flames were seen and 
no shock was felt at this

LONDON, Sept. %—<A telegram 
from Petrograd to the Reuter Tele- 
gram Company, says it is estimated 
that 82,000 prisoners taken in recent 
battles on the Austrian frontier, of 
whom 12,000 came from the Austrian 
center, have all been sent to the in- 
terior governments of Russia and that 
there is difficulty:in knowiftig how to 

of them. 

A Reuter special correspondent 
traveling over the whole of the west- 
ern frontier telegraphs that in Biel- 
stock and all other towns voluntary 
militia are organizing for the purpose 
of transporting and feeding . the 
wofinded. The Ladies’ Committee, 
comprising Christians and Jews, are 
working hand in hand in the women's 
work. All are laboring devotedly, it 
is said, in the common cause. : 

A dispatch to the Evening. News 
from P says the Russian 
newspapers publish a report from a 
highly authoritative source to the ef- 
fect that there are signs of a general 
retreat of the Austrians on their 
whole front between the Rivers Bug 
and Vistula. 

The forts of Prezemys! and Jareslau 
on the River San and Cracow on the 
Vistula River are the only obstacles 
the Austrians now have to prevent the 
Russian advance. 

Przemseyi is a strongly fortified mili- 
tary camp, fifty-one miles west of 
Lemberg, with forty-two forts and 
40,000 men, who have been reinforced 
by the soldiers who escaped from 
Lemberg and Poland. 

The Petrograd correspondent of the 
Times says: 

“The Russians are being recefved 
with open arms by the populace of 
most of the cities in Hast Prussia and 
Galicia. 

“The Galicians at firat fled on the 
approach of the Russians, but later, 
finding that their fears were un- 
founded, they returned and frater- 
nized with the troops. In other vil- 
lages the invaders were welcomed by 
processions of the priests and people 
with crosses and banners, who met 
the soldiers outside the villages and 
offered them bread and salt. 

“No able-bodied men were left tn 
the villages, all ha been drafted 
into the army.” 

A dispatch to the Havas agency 
from Petrograd says that the strong 
Austrian forts at Nicolaieff and Mi- 
kolajow, situated in Galicia, about 
twenty-five miles southwest of Lem- 
ber, were captured by the Russians 
September 5. 

The Russian military authorities 
have decided not to call to the colors 
the reservists of that country now 
abroad, according to an announce- 
ment made today by the Russian 
Embassy. All the reservists will be 
permitted, however, to enroll in the 
eye any of the allied armies. 

A dispatch from Rome to the r- 
change Telegraph says: 

“A telegram from Vienna states 
Gen. Ruzsky, who, following the 
capture of Lemberg, executed a flank 
attack northward against the Aus- 
trians under Gen. Auffenberg, the 
Austrian War Minister, is today en- 
gaged iri a desperate attempt to an- 
nihilate Auffenberg's army.

We saw thou- 
sands of British soldiers at Boulogne 
and Folkstone, all marching to the 
scene of the conflict, and we also saw 
many wounded men from the fighting 
zone. They all came back cheerful, 
with the thought and idea that the 
allies are going to win against the 
Germans.”

GEN. OTIS PRESENTS 
CANDID STATEMENTS.

To the United States Co 
Industrial Relations. 
Gentlemen: The principal statis- 
tics and other data embraced in the 
statements here presented for your 
official consideration have been drawn 
almost exclusively from the detailed 
and authoritative annual reports of 
the Times-Mirror Company cov 
the period involved. 
Proprietors and business managers 
are generally and naturally reluctant 
to disclose inside information concern- 
ing the details of their business opera- 
tions, and I myself share in that reluc- 
tance; nevertheless, in this instance I 
am taking the opposite course, to a 
large extent, for the sake of illuminat- 
ing an industrial situation which nei- 
ther I nor my co-owners and co-work- 
ers would keep shrouded in darkness 
or doubt. 

PERTINENT FAOTS. 

Payments to Labor. During the 
year ended September 30, 1913 (the 
close of our last fiscal year,) The 
Times paid for labor, in the form of 
wages and salaries, the aggregate sum 
of $639,162.00, being an increase of 
$27,342.15 over the previous year. For 
the eleven months ended August 31, 
1914, the aggregate payments for la- 
bor in the composing-room alone were 
$117,196.90, being an average of 
$2,610.57 for each of the forty-seven 
pay days embraced within the period. 
Our labor may be divided into th 
general classes, to-wit: First, skil 
mechanical labor: second. other skilled 
‘labor; third, unskilled labor—the lat- 
ter bearing only a trifling proportion 
in numbers and cost to the other 
classes named.

Individual Earnings of Skilled 
Workmen. The individual earnings 
of linotype operators working on a 
piece scale, which is the rule in The 
Times office, run from $6.50 to $7.50 
per day of about 7 hours, working 
at the established piece rates of 
11% and 13 cents per thousand ems, 
respectively. Workmen by the day 
are guaranteed 8 hours employment. 
(The rates are given further on.) 
The working day for the piece men 
necessarily varies somewhat, from 
time to time, owing to the necessities 
of the office. Thus the working 
hours go up as high as from 9 to 
11 on*the later days and nights of 
the week, owing to the exigent de- 
mands of the large Sunday issue. 
These earnings by the piece are sub- 
Stantially higher than the average 
wages paid by the day or week for 


‘similar work in union newspaper of- 


fices throughout the country. It has 
been demonstrated by years of ex- 
perience in my office that the piece 
system for composition on a daily 
newspaper is far the best for all con- 
cerned. It is better for the work- 
men, because earn higher 
wages in the same number of hours 
than do union employees working 
on the hour, the day or the week 
basis which is the cast-iron rule in 
newspaper offices dominated by 
typographical unions. It is better, 
also, because it stimulates the non- 
union operator to special effort and 
permits him to “rush,” which prac.~ 
tice is forbidden in union offices. 
And it is also better for the em- 
ployer, because the piece system 
produces more satisfactory results, 
in leas time, by reason of the greater 
speed. celerity and efficiency 
achieved. The piece system is “the 
thing’ for a rush job like the prompt 
production of a daily newspaper on 
time every morning in the year. In

That this may be done, 
it is suggested that the city increase 
the number of members on the Mu- 
nicipal Charities Commission from 
five to seven. The members shall 
serve for four years, without com- 
pensation, and no person holding a 
public office from which he receives 
any income shall be eligibie to mem- 
bership. 

A member of this commission win 
be appointed to the office of superin- 
tendent of charities, which is now 
held by Dr. Whitman of the County 
Hospital, and all work by the com- 
mission shall be done under the di- 
rection of the superinterident and the 
Board of Supervisors. 

Some of the duties outlined in the 
ordinances providing for the change 
are the investigation of all charities 
now existing, the checking up and li- 
censing of all places where children 
are cared for, including nurseries, 
boarding places, homes and all insti- 
tutions having the care of babies, and 
to collect statistics on all conditions 
which produce the need of relief. 

A free employment bureau will be 
conducted by the joint board. No 
person, company or society or institu- 
tion will be permitted to solicit funds 
for charity without the consent and 
approval of the joint board. 

The supplies for both 
shall be purchased through a single 
source, that larger quantities may be 
bought at one time and Hberal con-

The proposed ordinance, said Mr. 
Tugwell, would bar out every appren- 
tice or learning operator from actual 
experience before a filled house. One 
clause in the draft provides that it 
shall be sufficient cause for the revo- 
cation of a permit for any licensed 
operator to “permit an unlicensed per- 
son other than the manager or an au- 
thorized city official to enter or re-. 
main within the room or inclosure 
where such moving picture machine 
is operated during any time when an 
audience is in the theater.” 

Mr. Tugwell directly charged that 
the proposed ordinance is a scheme of 
the unions to get possession of the 
moving-picture operatives and prevent 
others from learning the business un- 
less they bowed to union rule. He 
was warmly applauded by the audience 
of theater managers. 

The committee also had before it a 
craft of a proposed ordinance, recom- 
mended by Fire Chief Eley, providing 
for fireproof storages for moving-pic- 
ture films in show houses located in 
the residence districts. 


Money Needed. 


OUNCIL ASKED 
TO ASSESS LOTS. 


PUBLIC SERVICE BOARD VOTE 18 
FOUR TO ONE. 


— — 


The Board of. Public Service Com- 
missioners yesterday voted to request 
the City Council to pass an ordinance 
putting into effect the provision of 
the charter for levying an assessment 
on lots having water service available 
but not using water. It was further 


less than 1 cent per foot per month. 


Such an assessment would yield, 
according to figures compiled by 
Chief Engineer Mulholland, about 
$280,000 a year. The purpose of the 
assessment is to secure funds not oth- 
erwise obtainable for necessary ex- 
tension work. Four of the members 
of the board consider it a fair levy 
for the reason that the water users 
are paying not only for the cost of 
the water, but additions and improve- 
ments to the system, thereby creating 
an asset the benefits of which accrue 
to all property owners. 

Mr. Workman, who voted no, op- 
poses the assessment plan because he 
believes it to be unjust and discrim- 
inatory. He says that some of the 
vacant property which would be af- 
fected has already paid for extensions 
and that the imposition of a special 
water tax in those instances would be 
inequitable. He favors a general tax 
instead to provide such additional 
revenue as the department needs. 

A committee representing the 
Chamber of Commerce, Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association, Real- 
ty Board and Federated Improvement 
Association has been working on the 
various phases of such an assessment 
for the past few days. A representa- 
tive of the committee was present at 
yesterday's meeting of the board. No 
objection was made to the passage of 
the resolution, but it was stated that 
an alternative means of securing the 
required revenue may be 
before final action is taken by the 
Council.
